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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The invention 
relates to a method of verifying access authorization for a voice telephony in a fixed 
work line or mobile telephone line as well as communications network with such 
authorization verification. 

The prior art of record in combination or alone fails to teach or suggest these 
elements of independent claim 16 in combination with other elements. For example 
independent claim 16 has claim limitations such as analyzing the first voice signal via 
voice recognition algorithm when one of (a) before communication connection between 
the first subscriber and a second subscriber is established and (b) after the 
communication connection between the first subscriber and second subscriber is 
established, and if analyzing begins after the communication between the first 
subscriber and second subscriber is established then the first voice signal and a second 
voice signal of the second subscriber continues to be relayed, comparing the first voice 
signal with voice reference data record to determine an identity of the first subscriber, 
determining if the first voice signal is in the voice reference data and if the first voice 
signal is not in the voice reference data record then at least one communication effect 
occurs, the at least one communication effect including not establishing the 
communication connection, automatically interrupting the communications connection 
and generating an alarm in the communication connection, recording the first voice 
signal before and after communication connection to the second subscriber is 
established, assigning voice reference data record to the fixed network line or the 
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mobile telephone line, and recording a voice sample of the first subscriber and the 
second subscriber at regular intervals during the communication connection and 
checking the first and second voice signals with voice reference data record. For the 
above reasons, independent claim 16 and dependent claims 17-25 are allowable. 
2. Claims 16-25 are allowed.
